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BATTLE LOOMS 


Two Score Of Warships 
Reported Sunk Or Wrecked 
In Conquest For Harbor 


KIRUNA, Sweden, (lP—(By tele- 
phone to Stockholm) —A German 
force of between 2000 and 2500 men 
today faced the choice of annihila- 
tion, surrender or fighting retreat 
into Sweden from Narvik, the Nor- 
wegian iron ore port and the north- 


ern outpost of the German occupa- : 


tion army. 

German troops and British occu- 
pation forces were reported fight- 
ing in the streets of Narvik. 

A small German force had fought 
its way across the rugged snow cov- 
ered mountains to the Swedish 
frontier. 

The main German force is based 
on the Bluff Rombank heights, 
across the fjord from Narvik, its 
line of retreat covered by the big 
guns of British warships. 


BATTLE FORMING 

STOCKHOLM, (iP) — German 
troops were reported in press dis- 
patches today to have cut com- 
pletely across Norway from Trond- 
heim to the Swedish frontier and to 
have struck northward against stiff 
Norwegian resistance toward the 
Namsos zone, where the newspaper 
Allehanda said British forces had 
landed. 

Important developments—indicat- 
ing an early clash between the Al- 
lied expeditionary force in Norway 
and the German forces at Trond- 
heim—were reported by the news- 
papers Aftonbladet and Allehanda 
in dispatches from the frontier.

Allied armed forces came to grips 
with Germany today in Norway. A 
great test of Nazi air and Allied sea 
Power seemed at hand. 

At the little iron-ore port of Nar- 
vik, on the Norwegian Arctic coast, 
the toughest fighters of the Allied 
expeditionary force joined with Nor- 
wegian troops to blast at the dar- 
ing German invaders, capture at 
least part of the town and drive 
the Nazis to the Swedish frontier or 
to almost certain annihilation in 
the nearby heights. 

Commodore Bonte, German naval 
commander. at Narvik, was killed in 
the fighting which left two score 
ships (including seven German de- 
Stroyers, two or three British de- 
stroyers and possibly one British 
cruiser) at the bottom of the wide

LARGER NAVY 
ADVOCATED 


25 Per Cent Increase, 
Speed In Building, Is 
Advised By Admiral 


WASHINGTON, (tP) — Admiral 
Harold R. Stark, chief of naval op- 
erations, today asked the senate 
naval affairs committee to authorize 
the United States to build the 
world’s largest navy. The construc- 
tion he proposed would cost $3,- 
486,000,000. 

The committee is considering a 


| bill to authorize an 11 per cent in- 


crease in the U. S, fleet. But Stark 
urged the committee to increase the 
nation’s naval strength, already 
second in the world, by at least 25 


| per cent and to expedite construc- 


tion of previously authorized ships. 

Stark, reading more answers pre- 
pared by navy experts to a ques- 
tionnaire drafted by committee 
chairman David I. Walsh, D., Mass, 
also said the navy “has had under 
exhaustive study for six months 


battleships ranging in size from 40,- 


000 to 70,000 tons. It seems probable 
that 40,000 tons will be the miini- 
mum for future battleship construc- 
tion.” 

The U. S. now is building two 45- 
000 ton battleships; two more are 
scheduled to be started soon. 

Testifying for the third day on 
the house-approved Vinson bill, 
Stark recommended that congress 
appropriate sufficient money to 


build all vessels now atuhorized and 


then add 25 per cent to the fleet’s 
tonnage. 

Completion of the authorized pro- 
gram could be effected, he testi- 
fied, by an annual appropriation of 
$600,000,000 for construction over 
the next few years. That would en- 
able construction of three aircraft 
carriers totalling 85,600 tons; 14 
cruisers of 257,000 tons; 68 destroy- 
ers of 142,000 tons, and 36 submar- 
ines of 57,856 tons. 

In approving the Vinson bill, the 
house cut the navy’s recommended 
program from 25 to 11 per cent on 
the ground that that was as much 
tonnage as the shipyards could now 
handle.

Formal Charges Against

Will Be Filed Today, Said 


SACRAMENTO, ((P) Murder 
charges will be filed today against 
an ill assorted gang of five accus- 
ing four of them of administering 
knockout drops to one of their own 
number and dumping his body in 
the Sacramento river in fear he 
would go tattling to police of another 
murder they committed. 

Deputy District Attorney J. Fran-

There's been a lot of experiment- | 
ing, but experiments are not the | 
real thing. 

For instance, the late General 
“Billy” Mitchell (champion avi- | 
ator) declared he could sink any | 
ship afloat. An old derelict Wee 
tied up off the Virginia Capes tOr 
him to operate on, and he sank it' 
all right. However, it was un- 
manned and at anchor. Surface 
Sailors say he couldn't have done 
it, had it been dodging around and 
shooting at him with anti-aircraft 
guns. 


Other airmen have gone up, been 
shot at and have escaped. The anti- 
aircraft gunners have had to be 
mighty careful not to hit ’em, 
though—for purely experimental 
Purposes. 


Aviation Ashore 


For land operations the plane’s 
possibilities have been fairly fully 
assessed. 

The plane can do a near-infinity 
of damage and commit an almost 
unlimited amount of homicide, but 
it can’t land troops in any number, 
or throw anything worse than a 
“scare” into the enemy. 

Sinking battleships is a different 
thing. 

Battleships are expensive, slow 
to build and rather scarce. 

Planes are relatively cheap, pro- 
ducible quite rapidly, and there 
are swarms of 'em. 

And this war is the genuine ar- 
ticle—no mere experiment. 

So, the query is: 

Can a plane, by a good shot, 
sink a war vessel ?—battleship, 
cruiser or lesser craft? 


Germany’s Got to Do It 


It’s the consensus of expert opin- 
ion that Germany’s got to be able 
to do it. 

It’s conceded, even by Berlin, 
that Der Fuehrer navally (speak- 
ing on the surface) is out-classed 
by Britain. But Germany's dope is 
that the Reich’s sea and air power 
(counting its combined powers) 
out-rates Britain—taking sea and 
air power combined.

LUMBERING AGREEMENT 
BASIS OF SUIT IN 
SUPERIOR COURT 


F. L. Klutts is the plaintiff in an 
action against A. J. Rupley, claim- 
ing judgment for $6,686.40. 


The complaint alleges that in 1937 


ithe defendant represented to the 


plaintiff that he held a right to 
cut timber on the holdings of the 
Earl Fruit Company in this county 
and that the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant and G. E. Tuman entered 
into an agreement for the estab- 
lishment of a lumber milling busi- 
ness, toward which the defendant 
agreed to contribute $5,000. 


In fulfillment of the program as 
outlined, the plaintiff states land 
was Cleared and a mill set up ata 
cost of $2,686.40 for labor and ata 
further cost of $450 for transpor- 
tation of equipment, 

Subsequently, the complaint 
states, it developed that the defend- 
ant held no right to cut timber on 
the lands as claimed. 

Damages of $6,686.40 are asked 
as arising from expenses paid for 
labor, from transportation costs and 
$3,000 as claimeq for the loss of the 
1938 lumbering season, allegedly as 
a result of circumstances based on 
the defendant’s failure to carry out 
his part of the understanding.
